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Grant plan 
approved, 
six jobs saved

Acting superintendent Peter 
DeRoeve asked the school 
committee to approve the rehiring 
of teachers with the $287,000 grant 
from the state that Wilmington is 
slated to receive. 

DeRoeve requested that the 
school committee grant him the 
power to recall teachers and 
personnel. DeRoeve said that even 
though the grant was a one-time 
award, and any teachers that were 
recalled this year, may have to be 
subsequently released next year, he 
couldn't see spending the money on 
materials when there were so many 
people that were unemployed. The 
finance committee disagreed. 

Walter Kominski addressed the 
board for the finance committee 
and said that they felt since the 
grant was not permanent that the 
school committee should use some 
of the money to buy books and 
equipment, DeRoeve explained that 
emergency state aid of $30,000 had 
been used for equipment and that 
"lead time" for teachers was 
needed: DeRoeve explained that 
teachers needed time to prepare 
lesson plans, The extra time needed 
was being achieved by doubling 
class size, or by using one art or 
gym teacher to cover two S. 

DeRoeve said the constant quest 
for time forced principals to be 
"creative" with the schedules. 

In order to give teachers the Jead 
time necessary, DeRoeve proposed 
that the school recall three 
elementary librarians, a reading 
teacher, an art teacher, a project 
charlie teacher, (Project charlie is 
a drug and alcohol awareness, 
wellness. training program 
structured for grades 1-5.), a 
health teacher and a industrial 
arts/technical education teacher. 
DeRoeve said that if these people 
were approved he could write the 


grant and have it out by Monday. 
Given that, he said they should 
have an answer in 7-10 days. It 
wasn't quite that casy. 

Hiring a project charlie teacher 
would most likely mean that 
Wilmington would have to hire 
outside the system. 

Hiring a teacher outside the 
system didn't appeal to several 
members of the board, and the 
hirings were approved minus the 
project charlie teacher, 

The gap will force DeRoeve to 
find a new purpose for the money, 
and the principals to reschedule. 
The grant will have to wait to be 
written or the excess will be used 
to purchase books, according to 
DeRoeve. 

Committeeman Brad Jackson was 
opposed to the climination of the 
project teacher. "I sce this grant as 
being used to make .u: whole as 
possible,” he said indicating the he 
felt the moncy should be used to 
rehire tcachers. Jackson explained 
that although a new teacher may 
have to be brought in, it would 
keep the number of tcachers the 
same as last year. 

Jackson also said he liked the 
drug and alcohol education 
program and had seen the 
program's benefit first hand, "This 
project (charlic) will help to 
alleviate drug alcohol and family 
problems of today's society," said 
Jackson. School committee 
members unanimously approved of 
the program but still didn't wish to 
hire a new teacher. "I just can't see 
hiring outside the system when we 
this many Wilmington teachers out 
of work," said Dr. Shirley Callan. 

DeRoeve said that he would recall 
as soon as he had the money. He 
was asked if that meant two days 
before the start of school. "Yes, 
he replied, "if have to."

Sandy Tennant has long been 
involved in educational issues and 
has held administrative positions in 
the Boston, Burlington, Winchester 
and Cambridge school systems. He 
so elected to the Swampscott 
School Committee where he served 
for five and a half years, including 
the position of chairman. In 1987, 
yen became Finance Director 
Of the State Republican Party and in 
1988 was named executive director, 
a post he held for the next three 
years. Tennant is currently 
president of his own consulting 
company, New England Strategic 
Development Corporation, in 
Wilmington. Tennant has a doctoral 
degree in administration, planning 
and social policy from Harvard 
University, Graduate School of

Food / mail 
program a

The food collection program 
initiated recently by the Wilmington 
Post Office has been an overwhelm- 
ing success, said Postmaster Jake 
Quinn.

High school 
bans hats

The only hats allowed in 
Wilmington High School this fall 
will be thinking caps. 

School handbook regulation 
changes approved by the school 
committee at Wednesday's meeting 
banned the wearing of ‘hats by 
students. Also prohibi by the 
new dress code are swith 
distasteful slogans or text. Paul 
Fleming, the school's principal, 
said that his recommendation to the 
school committee was the banning 
of hats inside the building. 

“We're recommending that hats 
not be worn for three reasons: 
social values, good hygiene and 
good old fashioned manners say 
you-shouldn't,” said Fleming. In a 
letter to the superintendent, 
Fleming was even more to the 
point, "The wearing of hats inside 
the building has been determined to 
be a-scedbed for inappropriate 
student value formulation and 
behaviors," he wrote. The rule 
will be changed to read, "Students 
are expected to dress in a manner 
that is consistent with the mission 
of the high school, which is to 
foster and advance the best possible 
atmospheres (intellectual and 
social) for learning.” 

The new rule will be enforced by 
confiscating the hat on first 
offense, and by school suspension 
of one to three days for second 
offense.

Dear Larz: 

Since Mr. Peterson, the School 
Committee Chairman, announced 
that the Superintendent and the 
School Committee were parting 
company at the June 24th School 
Committee meeting, I have con- 
tinued to carry on my duties in the 
same professional manner I have 
exhibited over 20 years of service 
to the children of Wilmington. If 
you include my School Committce 
time, 26 years have been spent 
trying to meet the needs of the 
children of this community. and 
provide: them with the very best 
education possible. For the most 
part, I think I have succeeded. 

The past three and one-half years 
have been especially challenging. I 
arrived back as Superintendent just 
in time for the worst financial 
crisis the public schools have ever 
faced. That not withstanding, 
thanks to the efforts of an outstan- 
ding team of administrators, 
teachers, and support personnel we 
were able to meet the two major 
goals the School Committee that 
hired me charged me to accom- 
plish: (1) restore the morale of the 
school system; and (2) get the 
budget under control, creating 
better accountability and priorities. 
I believe the record shows we did 
that. 

This administration went beyond 
those opening challenges and is 
responsible for the creation of: 

1, A Curriculum Committee 
charged with evaluating and modi- 
fying the kindergarten through 
grade 12 curriculum, This mission 
is 50 percent complete and will 
probably be finalized within a 
year, For the first time we can now 
assure every child is getting the 
same program in every~grade 
regardless of school 

2. The School/Business Part- 
nership: We reached out to the 
business community and they have 
responded, Over $100,000 worth 
of valuable equipment and 
materials have been donated, 
mini-grants awarded to teachers, 
shadowing programs for students 
initiated, and corporate personnel 
both giving and receiving waining 
in the school system. 

3. Day Care: As a result of 
discussions with the partnership 
members, a unique shared full-day 
day care program totally funded up 
to $120,000 by the business com 
munity was developed. Initially 
rejected by the School Committee, 
it has been revived recently for a 
second look, Undaunted, we 
initiated a before/after school/ 
summer day care program which is 
completing it first successful year. 
As a result, 50 youngsters and their 
families had access to a service not 
available prior to 1991. 

Because of these major 
accomplishments as well as an 
improvement in the day-to-day

operations I feel I am leaving the 
school system much better than I 
found it. My sense is the parents, in 
particular the parents of special 
needs children and former 
members of the Home and School 
Association, both groups expres- 
sing the greatest concerns to me 
when I arrived, have not ap- 
proached me in over two years to 
register concerns about the 
Wilmington Public Schools. The 
fact signals satisfaction with my 
performance and response to their 
concerns. 

With the preceding a matter of 
fact, Iet us now address the matter 
of rumors, lics, innuendocs and 
distortions, 

Wilmington in recent wecks has 
resembled the twilight zone with- 
out Rod Serling. As noted in your 
column last week, my departure as 
Superintendent has provoked the 
most bizarre, incredible, and 
initially laughable stories and 
rumors. No one realizes better than 
I do that my position is a high 
profile political position. Throw in 
the highest salary in town, an cver 
growing budget requirement, and 
the need to make some unpopular 
decisions. One quickly understands 
why 55 percent of the superinten- 
dents in Massachusetts have moved 
on since 1989, and now I am one 
of them, In other words, superin- 
tendents become logical targets for 
the frustrations of the taxpayer. On 
this job you have to be thick 
skinned or you will soon lose your 
sense of humor, not to mention 
your job. Anyone who has regu- 
larly watched the School 
Commitice mectings for the past 
three and a half years knows that 
while I may be departing, | am 
taking my sense of humor with me. 

Unfortunately, over the past four 
weeks the rumor mill has sunk to 
an all time low.

Tennant's opponent, 
former state representative 
Peter Torkildsen, is a junior 
Bill Weld. Though evolving 
philosophically perhaps by the 
day — he recently changed 
from an ardent pro-lifer to a 
born-again devotee of the 
pro-choice movement — he 
enjoys broad popularity in the 
working class communities 
surrounding his home town of 
Danvers. 

Peter Torkildsen might not be commander-in-chicf 
material, but in a political world where personalities rule the 
former candidate for licutenant governor can make the 
elderly ladies swoon and most people generally comfortable 
with his demeanor. “ 

Then we have Sandy. If there aren't 10 colorful stories that 
come from his former colleagues at the Republican State 
Committee, there are 100.

illegal fundraising activities 
involving Weld administra- 
tion appointees. Tennant has 
consistently denied any 
wrongdoing. However, his Sandy Tennant 
opponent Torkildsen, contrary to his personal nature, has 

gone on the attack and used the Business Council scandal to 

pummel Tennant, 

Torkilsden's demeanor can change when the polling data 
sends an alert signal. When campaigning for lieutenant 
govemor in 1990 he successfully torpedoed joint fundraising 
efforts by the Weld/Cellucci ticket through a complaint filed 
with the Office of Campaign and Political Finance. The 
assault was only temporarily successful, but it proved 
Torkildsen a feisty campaigner when the need arises. 

Tennant is said to be better financed than his opponent, who 
is said to be better organized at the grass roots level than 
Tennant, (According to their latest campaign finance 
reports, Tennant had raised $130,000 to Torkildsen's 
$53,000.) But the issue Tennant hits Torkildsen with may be 
more potent than any fundraising controversy with Tennant. 

Tennant has successfully portrayed himself as the 
progressive, or more progressive Republican. In a state 
where'the G.O,P. has gone left of center, Tennant argues an 
established pro-choice. position in contrast to Torkildsen's 
flip-flop on the issue and other socially conservative 
credentials. Torkildsen campaign manager Gene Hartigan 
said his-candidate's change on abortion was triggered by an 
internationally publicized incident where an Irish woman 
was forbade to leave her country for an abortion after she 
had been raped, Peter said "I can't legislate on this issue" 
anymore, according to Hartigan. 

But in this year of the woman candidate and women voting 
power, Tennant is preaching regularly on women's issues, 
going so far as to recruit Lowell State Senator Nancy Achin 
Sullivanto air radio commercials boasting Tennant's 
pro-female philosophy. 

Elsewhere on the philosophical dial the Republican 
candidates are more in tune than their styles might depict. 
Both favor the death penalty, a capital gains tax cut, a 
balanced budget amendment and giving the president line 
item veto power. 

But it's the styles, perhaps more than the abortion issue, 
which may define the candidates and who wins this race. The 
Torkildsen camp is boasting a new poll showing their man 
ahead, due in part to Tennant's high negatives. "It's pretty 
devastating for Sandy,” said Torkildsen campaign chicf 
om who contends that likely Republican primary 
voters go with his man. 

That being the case, Tennant can still survive with a large 
independent voter tumout in his primary. 

However, the other side of the race may be more enticing to 
those. independents, to Tennant's ultimate demise. In the 
Democratic primary Barbara -Hildt is jousting with 
incumbent Congressman Nick Mavroules, said to be on the 
verge of grand jury indictment. 

That's quite an attraction for the primary voters Tennant 
needs to survive.

Arriving after a specified time 
can be described in many ways by 
the English language. "Late," 
"tardy," it has even been termed, 
"fashionable." Beginning in the 
fall, arriving at the High School 
after 7:20 a.m., if you are a student 
without a note or an accompanying

Police chief questions hospital security 


by Bill Conlon 

| Police are tasked with protecting 

othe residents of a community, and 

venforcement of the law. That much 
is common knowledge. 

So it is only natural for a chief of 
\\police to address what he sees as a 
i!potential threat to the residents of 

his community. 

Tewksbury Chief of Police John 
tT Mackey sees a risk to the safety of 
| local residents from some patients 
| at Tewksbury Hospital, Only a few 
| of the 160 or so patients pose any 
| tisk whatsoever, Mackey said, but 
; he added that he doesn't want to see 
} a tragedy take place before security 
“measures are tightened, 

‘In June, 151 mental health pa- 
| tients from Danvers state hospital 
| were moved to Tewksbury after the 
, Danvers facility was closed, 
| Mackey has no problem with that. 
| The town has housed the mentally 
‘retarded for years without trouble, 
j-and an expansion of the hospital's 
| ,service role is not a concern. 
{€ But the chief does have a problem 
; with potentially dangerous patients 
|. being allowed to walk the grounds 
| of the hospital without supervision. 
| Tewksbury Hospital has no fence, 
~ and the hospital is located adjacent 
,-to Route 38, a middle school, an 
| elderly housing complex and the 
{ public playground at Livingston 

Street. 

Last week, Mackey locked horns 

«with hospital administrators over 

one particular patient, 

The chief said he learned that one 

male patient at the hospital had been 
onvicted of aggravated rape and 
entenced to nine to 24 years in 
prison. The patient had privileges 
4o walk the hospital campus without 
esupervision, which Mackey termed 
Hunacceptable. 
». Worse, Mackey said he called the 
mental health department of the 
; Tewksbury hospital, and was told 
| that the patient had no history of 
| violence. A few hours later Mackey 
| said a caller from the hospital told 
| him there were in fact two patients 
| with the same name, but only one 
| had a history of violence. Mackey 
‘said he now has reasons to doubt 
that there are two such patients with 
|"the same name, but he refused to 
| \divulge his source, 
|‘ And there's more, Mackey listed 
| a number of "mistakes" made over 
| the years by the Mass, Department 
jyof Mental Health, some of which 
\_have resulted in tragedy. 

Erwin Hartford, the man held in 
j-connection with the recent sexual 
| ‘abuse and murder of a young boy in 
| Haverhill, spent six years in state 
{ mental health care, before release. 
| _ In 1988, a man who was released 

_ from state mental health care killed 
{ vhis mother two months after being 
discharged. 

And there is a local angle as well. 


mother to death. 

Mackey said the above incidents 
show that the state mental health 
system sometimes releases patients 
that are dangerous. At other times, 
there are escapes, and Tewksbury 
Hospital has had more than a dozen 
escapes and AWAs (Away Without 
Authorization) since the Danvers 
patients began arriving in June. 

One such Tewksbury departec, on 
July 3, was later caught by MBTA 
police in Somerville on the charge 
of disorderly conduct. 

A July 6 Tewksbury escapee, who 
actually fled from a state-run day 
program in Haverhill, was captured 
by Salem police after he had set his 
artificial leg on fire and was using 
the smoldering prosthesis to attack 
police officers. 

A July 8 escapee from Tewksbury 
was caught by Peabody police on 
charges of trespassing and breaking 
glass. 

On July 12, a woman patient fled 
from Tewksbury Hospital and was 
caught shortly after by Tewksbury 
police as she was hitchhiking along 
Route 38. But a man accompanying 
her was found to be another state 
hospital escapee that nobody at the 
hospital knew had fled! 

Mackey said the tow! nformed 
too late of patient escapes in many 
instances, and the information that 
the hospital provides is incomplete. 
He said the hospital, in protecting 
the privacy of patients, refuses to 
give specific information about a 
patient's history, and that the police 
learn about a patients’ criminal his- 
tory, if any, but doing a computer 

not from the hospital. 

Mackey said he "would love" to 
get a daily transcription of who has 
been brought to Tewksbury Hosp- 
ital, but said that would never hap- 
pen. There is no way for-the town 


to learn who is currently residing 
as a patient at Tewksbury hospital. 

Mackey contends that courts are 
sending suspects to Tewksbury for 
observation, which was supported 
by a hospital administrator. 

Maureen Drouin, transition man- 
ager at Tewksbury Hospital, said 
there are indeed court assigned pat- 
ients at Tewksbury, but none are 
given privileges to walk the campus 
unsupervised. Most are brought to 
Tewksbury for 20 to 30 days of ob- 
servation, she said, before being 
sent back to court. She added that 
some court assignees, if later sent 
back to Tewksbury for treatment, 
might be given @nsupervised leave 
to walk the grounds. 

Substance abuse patients from the 
Bridgewater state hospital are now 
residing at the Tewksbury facility, 
Mackey said, and the town learned 
of that transfer only after hospital 
security asked to place a patient into 


protective custody in the Tewks- 
bury police lockup. The hospital 
has no holding cells. 

In fact, the chief said, the town is 
told very little about what goes on 
at the hospital, and he refuses.to say 
who gives him his information. 

"I'd rather see Bridgewater state 
hospital, Concord prison or the 
Billerica House of Correction up 
there than what we've got," Chief 
Mackey said last week. The hospital 
security force is often unaware of a 
patient's history, although they try 
to do their job with the resources 
they have, he said. 

Mackey repeated that he has:no 
problem with mental health patients 
at Tewksbury hospital. 

But some policies of the hospital 
administration "just aren't welcome 
here," he said, notably tfe practice 
of unsupervised walks being given 
to potentially dangerous people. 


Tewksbury cops plan 
"friendly" school visits 


Tewksbury Officers Tim Shechan 
and Jim Hodgdon have learned, not 
surprisingly, that high school kids 
don't trust police officers. 

The officers conducted a survey 
last year among students in grades 9 
through 12. One home room from 
each grade level was chosen, with 
120 survey forms handed out. The 
survey did not ask for names, only 
basic information and answers to 
questions such as "Have you had 
any dealings with the police? 
Positive/Negative? Explain." 

The police officers learned that 
high school students don't trust the 


police, Hodgdon said, and prefer to 
avoid contact with them whenever 
possible. 

To address the problem, the two 
Tewksbury officers are working 
with School Superintendant Chris- 
tine McGrath to institute a progam 
of informal visits between cops and 
kids, The officers would visit the 
schools out of uniform, and meet 
with youngsters on a casual basis. 

A dicussion of the police officer's 
new program can be expected at the 
School Committee's meeting Wed- 
nesday night in the town hall,

backyard gardening e 


by Hugh Wiberg 

Here is a gardening trivia 
question to start this weck's 
column; What is the largest 
officially recorded vegetable ever 
grown in New England? The 
answer, along with the identity of 
the Tewksbury grower who 
produced this monster specimen 
last year, appears further on. 

It is weeks like the one we have 
just experienced (from August 13 
to August 19) which try gardeners’ 
souls. Except for a_ brief 
appearance on Saturday, perhaps 
an hour around midday, the sun 
just wasn't anywhere to be seen. 
When you have six or seven 
consecutive days of clouds and 
rain, bad things happen in our 
gardens, The flowers and 
vegetables take a beating and 
diseases gain a foothold. It will 
take several warm an sunny days 
before our plants (and our spirits!) 
return to normal. Inspect your 
vegetable plants carefully for wilts 
and mildews. A light spray with an 
all purpose fungicide (Benomyl is 
excellent) would be a good idea 
this weekend, 

The answer to our trivia question 
is a 617 1/2 pound Atlantic Giant 
pumpkin, grown by George 
Brooks of Tewksbury last summer. 
As far as is known, after checking 
with several state's Depts of Food 
and Agriculture, this pumpkin, 
which won George $1,000.00 at 
the Topsfield Fair's All New 
England competition last October, 
is the largest vegetable ever 
officially recorded in these six 
New England states. I say 
“officially recorded" because there 
was an Atlantic Giant grown in 
Sanford, Maine last year which was 
reported to weigh over 670 pounds 
by September 30. Unfortunately 
this beast developed a soft 
underside and collapsed before it 
could be taken to Topsfield. I have 
seen photos of that pumpkin before 
it bfoke down, and it did appear to 


be slightly larger than George- 


Brooks’ entry. 

There are about 200 serious 
growers of giant pumpkins here in 
New England, many of whom vie 


fanatics (and | confess that I am 
included among that number) 
belong to an organization called the 
New England Pumpkin Growers 
Assn., which publishes a quarterly 
newsletter containing detailed 
information on the fine art of 
producing monster pumpkins. It 
appears that this summer will not 
see many over 500 pounders, due 
to the unusually cool temperatures, 
especially overnight 

I checked with George Brooks 
recently to sce how he is doing this 
year. All George will say is that he 
will show up at Topsficld on 
Monday, October 12 (Columbus 
patch this year, but I suspect he 
will end up somewhere in the top 
10 finishers, out of 60 or 70 


entries. Yours truly is doing fairly, 
well in my secret pumpkin patch in’ 
Andover. A weck or so ago my?4 
largest specimen measured almost? 
nine feet in circumference, and is’ 
probably pushing 350 pounds. ‘If 
too, will show up at the fair in’ 
October, Incidentally, Brooks? ”* 
giant winner from last yeat 
measured over 11 feet around! oA 

Stay tuned - we will publish the” 
final results of the weighoff in’ 
October. This year's winner will , 
walk away from the fair with a r 
check for $2,000.00, along with’ 
bragging rights for the next in 
months.

Yankee Kabobs 


by Bill Conlon 

This quick and easy barbeque dish 
has an interesting side effect: there 
are never any leftovers. None. 

No matter how much we make or 
how few people we serve, we never 
have any leftovers. It's amazing 

You'll need 1/2 to 3/4 pounds of 
good beef per person, but plan on a 
side dish such as french fries, rice, 
or a potato salad for added bulk 
Buy a top round or bottom round 
roast, cut into one-inch to two-inch 
cubes, Roast is usually cheaper than 
steak per pound and more tender. 


-- Preparation -- 


The meat for kabobs must first be 
marinated. A package marinade is 
workable, or you can make some of 
your own: 

In a baking dish, add and mix: 

1 cup Kikkoman lite teryaki sauce 

1/2 cup white wine (drinkable) 

1 Tbsp. ground fresh ginger root 

1/2 tsp sugar 

one clove garlic, crushed 

1/4 cup of pineapple juice (use the 
juice from a can of Dole pineapple 
chunks and save the fruit) 

Marinate the beef cubes in your 
marinade for about an hour, with 
an occasional turning to make sure 
it's well-soaked. Save the marinade 
for later basting. 


-- Skewering -- 


Use metal skewers, ideally with 
handles, or you may use bamboo 
skewers if they're soaked in water 
for an hour. (Soaking the bamboo 
keeps it from burning.) 

Slide the meat onto the skewers, 
and alternate the beef chunks with 
cherry tomatoes, canned potatoes, 
water chestnuts, pineapple chunks, 
fresh mushroom caps, and slices of

pepper, summer squash and onion 
Extra credit for imagination. Try 
to put a chunk of meat at each end 
of each skewer, to hold everything 
else into place: If there is meat left, 
make up an all-beef skewer or two. 


-- Cooking -- 


Set your barbeque on medium to 
high heat, and leave the grating in 
place. Purists may want to suspend 
the skewers directly over the heat, 
but those who know better lay the 
sticks right onto the grill. 

Some additions, such as the potato 
and mushroom, have the annoying 
habit of falling off the sticks while 
cooking, making the food too gritty 
to enjoy. Cooking the skewers on a 
grill keeps everything in place. 

Put the grill as close to the heat as 
possible at first, to let the beef sear 
and seal in juices. Turn the skewers 
often, and after a few minutes raise 
the grill to medium height for more 
extended cooking. Remember, this 
is raw meat you're starting with. 

Baste the skewers with leftover 
marinade sauce from time to time, 
and keep turning regularly. 


Watch for hotspots on the grill, as 
some areas of a barbeque will cook 
faster than others, especially with a 
gas grill. Move the skewers so that 
everything cooks evenly. 

When is it done? Hmm, A fair 
question, and sometimes its hard to 
tell. A half-hour total is plenty, and 
you can always "cheat" by cutting 
into one of the chunks to see for 
yourself. If the outside of the beef 
looks done, it most likely is. Metal 
skewers tranfer heat through the 
middle of the meat, cooking it from 
the inside. 

When you're done, slide every- 
thing off the skewers and into a big 
bowl, and provide-a large spoon for 
serving. Purists may prefer to give 
a skewer to each guest, but what if I 
don't want any pepper, and I'd like 
more mushroom? Serving from a 
bow! solves that problem. 

Have the rest of the table set up in 
advance, because the food cools off 
quickly once the meat is taken off 
the skewers. Don't dawdle getting 
the serving bowl on the table. 

And please try not to grumble if 
your guests start fighting over the 
last few bits of meat in the bowl. 

It may happen.

Training a dog to catch a flying 
disk isn't difficult, and the rewards 
are boundless. Your patience while 
training the mutt will be paid offa 
hundred-fold over the years, in the 
fun you'll both have and the looks 
of admiration when your: talented 
dog picks one out of the sky 

Any dog can be taught to catch a 
disk. But the training time will be 
cut sharply by starting with the best 
materials, 

Picking the rightbreed of dog isa 
major first step. German Shepherds 
and Beagles can be taught to catch a 
pic, but they weren't bred for the 
task of retrieving 

A Golden Retriever or Labrador 
is your best bet. Again, any pooch 
can be taught to catch and retrieve a 
disk, but retrievers were specially 
bred for the task of carrying things 
back to you. 

As for disks, a Wham-o Frisbee® 
is the industry standard, but use an 
older or cheaper model first. Light, 
cheap disks are better for training, 
and they will certainly take a heavy 
beating, then move up the 110 gram 
or bigger models later on. 

"You can't teach an old dog new 
tricks" isn't quite true, but starting 
with a puppy makes sense. The pup 
should be at least six months old for 
training to be effective. It is best if 
your dog has already mastered the 
Come and Sit / Stay commands, and 
these can be taught early, before the 
serious training. You can't teach a 
dog everything in a single day, so 
be patient, Training a Frisbee® dog 
takes weeks. 

Keep a pocketful of doggie treats 
during training. You'll see why. 

First and foremost is getting the 
dog accustomed to having the disk 
in its mouth. Play tug-of-war with 
the disk, but don't let the lesson get

out of hand, or you'll be forever 
troubled by chewed-up disks. The 
dog should be taught that the disk 
equals fun. 

Letting the dog keep possession of 
the disk during off-hours could be 
debated, but I've found that my dog 
doesn't chew the pic to bits, perhaps 
because she realizes that a tattered 
disk is no fun to play with! 

Next in importance is having the 
dog bring the disk to you. Begin by 
letting the dog pick up the disk and 
bring it to you, then lavish the pup 
with attention, hugs and a treats as 
reward for good behavior, A sharp 
word is all the punishment needed, 
because playing with the disk is fun 
and the dog will soon understand 
that something is wrong when you 
refuse to play. 

By the same token, cach little step 
in the training process deserves a 
rich reward, so the dog receives 
positive rcinforcement for proper 
behavior. Treats are helpful at the 
beginning, but later are no longer 
needed. Fun becomes a reward. 

If the dog won't come, don't scold 
it when it finally comes back. That 
is confusing to the pooch.

Expand the retrieval training by 
rolling the disk away on the ground 
and letting the dog chase it down 
and bring it back. Rewards aplenty 
for accomplishing these goals, For 
ease later on, don't Iet the dog drop 
the disk. Refuse to accept it unless 
the disk is "handed" to you. Insist. 

The real turning point is getting 
your dog to make the mental jump 
from chasing down a rolling disk to 
catching one in the air. This is best 
done with two people, and it may 
take days of effort to achieve. 

Sit the dog down, and toss the disk 
gently past its head, stopping from 
time to time to play tug-of-war so 
the dog will realize that it, too, has 
a right to play with the pie. It may 
take days, even weeks of trying but 
eventually the dog will get anxious 
watching the disk fly past without 
being able to join in, and will take a 
snap at it, 

If the dog snaps at the flying disk 
as it passes, reward that behavior. It 
is the foundation for better things. 

When the dog finally catches the 
disk, heap on the rewards. Even if 
the catch is sloppy or a failure, give 
the dog big rewards for trying. It 
will get the idea. 

Then just expand upon what the 
dog has already learned. Playing an 
hour of Frisbee® catch every day 
gives the dog needed:practice, and 
you'll soon be amazed by the talent 


~ your dog has for locating the disk 


in the air and getting under it, then 
the spectacular flying catches, 

(Of course, you had better be able 
to make strong, level throws, or the 
dog's efforts are wasted. Dogs can't 
call you names after a lousy throw, 
but if they could ...) 

If you intend to enter competitive 
events with your dog, (oh, there 
certainly are!) you'll need to train 
the pooch to ignore the crowds, and 
the other dogs nearby. That can be 
difficult, and tight discipline will be 
needed to keep its attention on the 
job at hand. 

“However, just owning a talented 
"Frisbee® dog" is reward enough, 
even without competition, A decade 
or more of enjoyment is yours, and 
all you'll need'do is untie the leash 
and say - "Go get my pic!" -- and 
the fun begins again.

Recent renovations at 
LMIH Critical Care unit 


Critical care has always been a 
strength at Lawrence Memorial 
Hospital of Medford.

Woods, Louis Gossett, Jr., Bruce

There's no denying ‘the fact that 
it’s a cross between "The Sting" 
and "Rocky." Nor can you hide 
the fact that this boxing movie 
pulls every manipulative punch in 
the book. And then there are those 
plot fragments that never get quite 
laced up. Yet all the disparate 
pieces of "Diggstown" come 
together to form one rousing 
movie. 

James Woods, whose acting 
range is widening all the time, 
plays a convicted con artist who 
walks out of prison and into 
another scam, Using mob money 
and a lot of chutzpah, he plans to 
make a killing in Diggstown, a 
hayseed Vegas where the good ‘ol 
boys will bet on anything. And 
mostly they bet on boxing. 

Using a front man, Woods sets 
in motion a scheme in which 
Louis Gossett Jr. has to win 10 
fights within 24 hours. Trouble is, 
Woods didn't tell Gossett, his ex- 
partner, the scheme, Convincing 
Gossett becomes less of a prob- 
Jem than letting the scam turn into 
a grudge match against Bruce 
Dern, who operat Il the gam- 
bling, and muscle, of Diggstown. 

If you think about the plot too 
much, it starts to wither, especial- 
ly the slight stab at romance 
between Woods and a local lovely. 


“NO TIME 


No, the fun in this flick is in 
watching Woods and an aging 
Gossett figure out who they can 
bribe or sabotage their way to a 
win. Even better are the characters 
themselves. Oliver Platt nearly 
walks off with the film a 

front man/hustlgr who smiles and 
apologizes as he pockets his 
marks’ money. 

Gossett, as always, lends an 
aura of class to the production 
and Woods balances a tough exte- 
rior with a sense of humor. Dem

If you can't see the ending 
coming at you about half way 
through the story, you need new 
glasses. But the execution and 
acting make "Diggstown" a great 
place to hide on a rainy summer 
day.

Humanity on an assembly line 
is brought to the stage in “North 
Shore Fish” in a caring treatment 
that has become the signature of 
award winning playwright Israel 
Horovitz. 

The comic-drama shows the 
life of seven women and two men 
that are attempting in vain to keep 
their jobs at the floundering fish 
packing plant somewhere in 
Gloucester, 

Entwined in the plot are the 
feelings of the govérhment 
inspector, Catherine Shimma 
(played by Heidi J. Dallin), whose 
job it is to see that the company 


product is up to the health stan- 
dards set by her agency. 

The fact that the foreman, 
Salvatore “Sally” Morella (Tim 
Darcey) is married and carrying 
on an affair with line worker 
Florence Rizzo (Marina Re), 
while ogling all of the other 
women that come into his view, 
just adds to the plot in this show, 

Re and Darcey allow there 
characters to take out their daily 
frustrations on each other and 
although it is clear that Re’s Rizzo 
is a victim, it is also clear that 
she’s not ready to accept another 
avenue 

One would think that with all 
of this action one of the above 


mentioned players would be the 
show stopper. However, that part 
goes to senior line worker Arlyne 
Flynn (Mary Klug). 

Klug’s role is that of the oldest 
person on the line and the mother 
of pregnant line worker Ruthic 
Flynn (Kristin Ace), 

As Klug quietly carries on in 
her part, the subtlety she uses to 
deliver her lines and actions 
comes through very strongly and 
steals the show from the rest of 
the actors. 

Morella yells at and bullies his 
workers into getting the job done 


so that “I can save all our jobs.” - 


And yet, when he goes to far over 
the line and starts swearing, a 


look from Arlyne forces him into 
a submission that is reserved only 
for mothers. 

Alfred (Porker) Martino (M.H. 
Rogers) carries off his part as the 
buffoon maintenance man with a 
heart of gold. He seems to be a 
thread weaving in and out of the 
lives of his co-workers and draw- 
ing them into a cohesive unit.

in the morning. IF there is too 
much pressure to get up, dress and 
eat quickly, a child sometimes 
responds by dawdling. You may 
need to reorganize the morning 
into a more relaxed routine. This 
could mean going to bed earlier in 
the evening in order to get up car- 
lier in the morning. In this partic- 
ular case, not wanting to get ready 
in the morning simply means 
he/she prefers to stay home. On 
the other hand, a child may be 
hesitant to leave home because 
he/she does not want to go to day 
care or the sitter’s. It may require 
a little investigative work to dis- 
cover the reason for your child’s 
stalling. Has there been a change 
in the routine at day care? Perhaps 
a new child is attending or a new 
game or technique has been intro- 
duced. Try to discover if some- 
thing is making your child 
uncomfortable IF this is the case, 
discuss it with the teacher and 
reacenre vour child. 

If your child repeatedly refuses 
to leave home for day care and is 
otherwise not behaving like 
he/she normally would, you might 
want to question the quality of the 
child care arrangement. Look at 
the day care center or babysitter 
with an objective eye, just as you 
did when you initially chose them. 
Is the caregiver warm, perceptive 
and flexible? Are the buildings 
and furnishings up to standards? 
Is your child disciplined in a con- 
sistent, yet loving, way? Are you 
allowed to visit the center any 
time you wish (an “open-door” 
policy)? Ask yourself these ques- 
tions and others to determine if 
your child care arrangements are 
best for your child.

Over the past year considerable 
time and effort have been expend- 
ed on the topic of educational 
reform. Central to the reform pro-

There has been a strong emphasis 
on accountability through the 
establishment of both long and 
short range goals. 

The Tewksbury School 
Committee and the Tewksbury 
Public Schools initiated this 
process during the fall of the 
1991-92 school year. The process 
was lime consuming and the opin- 
ions and the advice of the faculty, 
parents, students and concerned 
citizens were sought in framing a 
set of general, long range goals. 
These goals will serve as the basis 
of the improvement plan. 

These efforts resulted in the 
establishment of a mission state- 
ment and 17 gencral goals, These 
goals fall into three areas; curricu- 
lum and instruction, community 
involvement and school organiza- 
tion. The mission statement and 
the goals are as follows: 


Mission Statement 

To challenge, prepare, and 
raise expectations for the students 
of the Tewksbury Public Schools 
to insure that each student will 
become a productive member of 
society with a commitment to 
live-long learning, 

General Goals 

-To insure that all children will 
acquire the Basic Skills of read- 
ing, writing and computation. 

-To develop higher-order think- 
ing skills in our students. 


-To develop the social emo- 
tional and physical well-being of 


our students. 

-To increase student's ability to 
access modern technology. 

-To systematically monitor the 
progress of all students across all 
areas of the curriculum, using 
alternative and traditional meth- 
ods, 

-To increase the number of 
activities which welcome the 
entire community into the 
schools. 

-To increase pareni/community 
involvement in educational deci- 
sion making within the schools. 

-To increase business/educa- 
tion partnerships. 

-To increase the active student 
involvement in the community. 

-To increase pareni/community 
involvement in the instructional 
program. 

-To increase funding, from tra- 
ditional and nan-traditional 
sources, lo support the school sys- 
tem. 

-To increase the involvement 
of the Tewksbury Public Schools 
in regional enterp 

-To operate a phy 
which supports the 
delivery of the instructional pro- 
gram. 

-To develop a comprehensive 
maintenance plan, 

-To increase the involvement 
of all staff members in those orga- 
nizational decisions which affect 
them, 


-To insure that supervision of 
all school department personnel is 
an active, on-going, beneficial 
process, 


-To establish a system for the 
development and distribution of 
school policies, 


These goals: will serve as the 
general plan-for the school depart- 
ment for approximately the next 
five years, In addition, the 
Tewksbury School Committce and 
the Superintendent will review a 
proposed set of short term goals 
for the coming school year. These 
year long goals emphasize those 
aspects of the general plan that 
will be worked on during the 
1992-93 school year. Finally each 
school has developed a set of 
goals. These goals include the 
specific themes and program ini- 
tiatives that will be implemented 
this year. These goals will be 
reviewed by each staff at the 
beginning of the school year. 

The, school department looks 
forward to the challenge of 
accomplishing the short term 
goals and making progress in 
achieving the long term goals 
The active involvement of many 
interested parties has been essen- 
lial in developing and refining the 
goals. We look forward to contin- 
ued support and involvement in 
this important process.

Dr. John Flores 
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New superintendent in Lynnfield

The Lynnfield Villager 

The Lynnfield Public Schools 
will open September 10 for the 
start of the 1992-93 school year 
with a new superintendent in the 
central office at the Middle School, 
Dr. John Flores, assistant 
superintendent for the Hudson 
Public Schools since 1989, was 
chosen over 50 other applicants for 
the position by a unanimous vote 
of the School Committee in June. 

Flores has been working 
mornings in Lynnficld to help 
Prepare the facilities for another 
school year, and says he is looking 
forward to August 24, when he'll 
begin on a full-time basis. 

"So far everything has worked 
very well,” the Watertown resident 
Says. "I've been getting to meet a 
number of people. I've also met a 
number of the other officials in 
town and it seems as though it's a 
great team I'll be working with.” 

Establishing a good relationship 
with those involved in the schools 
and the community at-large is 
Flores’ initial goal. The 
relationship, he believes, is 
Necessary to gain acceptance of 
recommendations he plans to make 
in concert with the School 
Management Team. 

Working in a cooperative spirit 
with other town departments is also 
on Flores' agenda. While the 
schools’ relationship with town 


government improved after tormer 
Superintendent Dr, Jeffrey Young 
took the reins from Dr. Sally Dias, 
it has remained somewhat strained. 

The community's percéption of 
the system as a turnstile for 
administrators has also been 
reinforced by the departure of first 
Young and then Director of 
Administration and Finance Sandra 
Guryan, 

"That's before my time, so I 
really can't speak to that with a lot 
of knowledge," Flores says of the 


turnover. 

Dr. Kevin Plodzik, who for nine 
years has been the Middle School 
principal, is the most senior 
administrator. Next in line is 
Director of Curriculum Dr. 
Anthony Roselli -- one of the five 
superintendent finalists -- who 
assumed his position in 1990, 

High School principal Kristine 
Burke and Huckleberry Hill School 
principal Dr. Paul Naso began their 
appointments in the 1991-92 
school year. The system's other 
elementary school, the Summer 
Street School, will have a new 
principal in Janis Rennie this fall. 

While the administrators have 
moved on because of personal 
reasons or for new proféssional 
challenges, Flores said, "My intent 
is to be here a good while.” 

He feels the system's current 
management team of principals and 
department heads is a "great group

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Kids and 
computers 


Most schools use computers to 
a certain extent, but having your 
children use educational programs 
on personal computers at home 
will increase their skills immense- 
ly, 

Educational programs are 
available for all learning levels. 
Most educational materials are 
created by software designers who 
studied education in college and 
graduate school. Software experts 
recommend programs including 
exploratory, open-ended interac- 
tive exercises, Exploratory exer- 
cises allow children to experiment 
and experience different results in 
their adventures, These activities 
let children discover knowledge 
on their own, 


Open-ended programs such as 
work processing and graphic and 
drawing programs allow children 
to be creative. Children, even with 
only basic reading and writing 
skills, love to type out little sto- 
ries, and children of all ages will 
enjoy using a computer to draw 
and combine different graphic ele- 
ments into pictures. You want pro- 
grams to be interactive, so that 
when your child leaves the key- 


board, the action stops. This will 
make your child feel in control of 
the situation and build self-confi- 
dence, 

When choosing a software pro- 
gram for your child, choose a pro- 
gram which allows you to control 
volume and difficulty levels. Look 
for programs which incorporate 
music, colors, sounds and familiar 
characters to encourage children: 
Avoid software that penalizes 
children for taking chances. 
Children need to learn to take 
chances and trust their knowl- 
edge. Look for software that 
allows children to make choices. 
These programs give children 
some control over their environ- 
ment. Most importantly, get an 
activity your child will enjoy and 
that will keep his/her attention. 


Work with your child to teach 
him/her the programs. Think of 
the computer as your table and the 
software as a book or a puzzle. 
Talk about the software and what 
it is teaching. Computers will not 
take away the time you spend 
teaching your child, but it will 
enhance the time you spend 
together.

These are just some of the ben- 
efits computers offer to our 
nation’s schools. And within the 
next few years, we'll probably 
discover many newer applications 
for computer technology in educa- 
tion — applications that we can- 
not even imagine now, 

Although many of the nation’s 
more affluent school districts have 
moved into the computer age, not 
enough of our schools are able to 
acquire a sufficient quantity of 
hardware and software, let alone 
‘train teachers in computer instruc- 
tional applications.

Is it good or bad? 
“Tracking” a st

For years—indeed for almost 
an entire century—the educational 
fate of virtually every American 
student has been affected by 
tracking. For several generations, 
we've labeled students as high, 
average or low achievers, then 
granted these labels almost sacred 
status 


Maybe it's time to end this 
practice. Certainly it’s time to 
question it. 

Tracking often begins as early 
as the third grade and may hinge 
on no more than a single IQ test. 
Students who perform well are 
placed on an academic fast-track. 
Those who perform poorly are 
ordered to lanes reserved for 
slow-moving v 
process is very neat and very tidy. 
It's also very premature, very 
arbitrary and—to countless stu- 
dents—very detrimental. 


Terms like “slow learner” or 
“Icarning disabled” can devastate 
student self-esteem, Often, these 
labels lead students to give up on 
school—and give up on them- 
selves. 

Students crowned with “gifted 
and talented” or “super achiever” 
labels aren’t necessarily beneficia- 
rics of the tracking system. All! 
too often, these students find 
themselves saddled with unrealis- 
tic expectations. And too often, 
they are-asked to do too much too 
soon. In the worst cases, they find 
that no matter how well they per- 
form, they're still told they can do 
better. 

When tracking is used (as it 
frequently is) to determine curric- 
ular content and instructional 
methods, the result is often a dis- 
regard for individual learning 
styles. Lost is the understanding 
that there is no “one right way” to 
teach anys group of 
students—ever a group whose 
members allegedly share the same 
potential and talent.

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New roof at North Reading High School nears completion

Students and staff at North 
Reading Middle School won't be 
dodging buckets of water in the 
hallways and classrooms from the 
leaky roof when the school 
reopens September 9, 


80 percent complete and school 
officials expect the job to be 
substantially finished, if not 
completed, when the first bell 
sounds. 

There is good news for

Young, the business manager of 
North Reading Public Schools. 
"Actually, right now the cost 
of the entire project is around 
because the 
cost of the roof came in at such a 
good price we were able to take 
care of more rooms with tile 
replacement and do everything as 
completely as possible," he 
added. 

The firm of Knight, Bagge and 
Anderson completed the 
architectura services associated 
with the project and the low 
bidder, Gibson's ‘Roofs of 
Dorchester; won the construction 
gontract for $334,000, That fee 
covers the cost of reroofing, roof 
$lructure repairs and roof drainage 
modifications, In addition, all 
ceiling tiles damaged by leaks 
will be replaced. 


,. "Due to extension damage from 
toof leaks over the years, all the 
tciling tiles in A wing and the 


hallways and in many other 
classrooms will be replaced," 
Young added. 

In the first two weeks of the 
project, the sections reroofed were 
the A-wing roof, gymnasium 
roof, the small roof over the 
Large Group Room (LGR) and a 
portion of the main body of the 
roof by the science wing. 

Reroofing entails removing the 
old roof and insulation, then 
putting down new insulation and 
rubber. In addition, a small area 
of decking was replaced. Decking 
is the top of the-metal structure 
that holds up the roof and 
portions of it in this area had 
rusted through, Young said. 
Commendable performance 

Throughout all this 
construction there are some 
unsung heroes Young would like 
to commend -- the building's 
custodians. Summer is the 
busiest time of the year for the 
custodial staff and the reroofing 
has made their jobs more 
difficult. 

"Doing a roof job really creates 
a mess of a place. inside a 
building and I really want to 
commend the custodians for 
keeping up with the cleaning," 
Young said, 

The project is progressing to 
the satisfaction of the School 
Department to date.

The entire roof was replaced in 
1970, five years after the school 
was built. The A-wing roof, 
which has been an area of 
constant trouble from day one, 
according to Young, failed again 
in 1979. It was reroofed in the 
months of October, November 
and December out of necessity, 
which is a terrible time of year to 
replace a rubber roof, he added. 


The type of roof being installed 
by Gibson's is an EDPM 
rubberized roof which Young said 
should hold up better than 
materials used in the past. Also, 
design enhancements have been 
engineered into this project that 
should prevent the deterioration 
that made this reroofing 

In particular, additional roof 
drains are being added and a 
tapered insulation and membrane 
is being used which will divert 
water to the drains and to the edge 
of the building. 

"We expect the roof to last 20 
years. That's our anticipation,”

“Young people must learn more 
than yesterday's shopkeeper arith- 
metic if they're going to survive 
in today's world.” 

“The national goal of making 
American students first in the 
world of mathematics and science 
by the end of the century is com- 
monly agreed to be a most diffi- 
cult goal to achieve since 
American students currently rank 


so low in international compar- 
isons,” says Rep. William D. 
Ford, D-Mich., chairman of the 
U.S. House Education and Labor 
Committee. “Thousands of teach- 
ers worked on this document for 
years and it truly represents the 
profession’s best views on 
upgrading the teaching of mathe- 
matics.” 
Math Power Is ... 

Math power, as defined in the 
council's “Professional Standards 
for Teaching Mathematics,” 
should help students: 

*Enjoy a range of career choic- 
es. More than 75 percent of all 
jobs require proficiency in simple 
algebra and geometry as a prereq- 
uisite for training or licensure, 

*Eam higher salaries. 


«Improve basic living standards 
by providing the ability to com- 


pare loans, calculate risks and 
understand the various rates of 
inflation and taxation. 
«Develop self-confidence. 
+Maintain access to advanced 
study. Students who progress 
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through a series of mathematics 
courses enjoy greater success than 
those who drop math study. 

Two years ago, the NCTM 
introduced the precedent-sctting 
“Curriculum and Evaluation

Standards for School 
Mathematics,” which advocated 
bringing such important topics as 
data analysis, Probability and sta- 
lstics into the 

technology as a learning tool; 
shifting the focus of mathematics 
away from> computation and 
toward problem solving. 

Now, the council is promoting 
the implementation of 24 teaching 
standards that outline the support, 
training and evaluation required 
for good teaching, They include: 

*Learning .in cooperative 
groups instead of only as individ- 
uals, 

Using logic and mathematical 
evidence to verify results, instead 
of looking to the teacher as the 
sole authority for right answers. 

*Developing mathematical rea- 
soning, instead of memorization 
of formulas, 


*Conjecturing, inventing and 
problem solving, instead of mech- 
anistic answer-finding. 

Connecting mathematics and 
its applications, instead of seeing 
mathematics as a body of isolated 
concepts and procedures. 

The document is based on the 
premise that all students can 
develop the confidence, knowl- 
edge and techniques needed to use 
mathematics effectively, 

The Professional Standards 
also assumes that teachers are the 
key to changing the way mathe- 

taught and leamed, and 
that teachers must have long-term 
support and adequate resources,
